LONDON, Nov. 22,—A dispatch to Rente,'s 


Telegram company, dated at Cairo at 8:25 this 
morning, says: The army of Hicka Pasha has 
been destroyed by the forces of Elmahdi, the 
false prophet. The intelligence of the disaster 
Was brought to Khartoum by a Coptic official. 
The fighting is said to have continued from the 
3d to the Sth inst., and to have resulted m the 
complete annihilation of the Egyptian troops 
It is stated that an European artist was the only 
person that escaped 
The f i.rces of Elmahdi 


comprised, it is estimated, 300,000 men, and in- 
cluded Dervisches, Bedouins, mulattoes and reg- 
ulars. The battle was fought near Elobeid. 
Elmahdi first sent forward his Dervisches, de 
Glaring that they would vanquish the enemy by 
divine aid. Subsequently the regulars joined 
them and later the engagement became genera] 
The army of Hicks Pasha, which early in the 
battle was divided into two bodies, was subse- 
quently reunited and formed a square, which 
the forces of the false prophet broke aftei. 
three days of desperate fighting. A council of 
ministers has been held, and it has been decided 
to concentrate at Khartoum what Egyptian 
troops remain at Dnem, Goba. and other places. 
The force under Hicks Pasha comprises 25.00G 
men. 
He had with him ten British officers,

The testimony of the first neighbors who arrived 
at the scene was that the chloroform was ecffo- 
cating.

Crouch 
was worth about $2,000,000 in-property in Jack- 
son county and sheep ranches in Texas, near 
Fort Worth. He leaves two sons and one daugh- 
ter. A pocketbook containing f 105 and a cer- 
tificate of deposit for $500 was found on a win- 
dow iu White's room. An empty cartridge box 
of 82-caliber cartridges was found in the negro 
boy's room.

Tne Great Floods. 


ST. Louis, Nov. 23.—A heavy rain yesterday 


in southeast Missouri overflowed McKenzie 
creek, whieh'rnns through Piedmont, Reynolds 
county, and several small houses and other 
property were swept away. 
Two women and 


three children are reported drowned. 
Live 


stock was swept away and drowned. The Iron 
Mountain railroad is badly washed out. The 
loss at Piedmont is estimated at $10,000. At 
Frederick, Madison county, Sabine creek over- 
flowed, and considerable damage was done to 
buildings along its banks, but no lives were lost. 
One bridge crossing the cieek was swept away 
and another damaged. Several wash-outs are 
reported on the Iron Mountain south of Iron, 
ton, and some damage was done by high wind." 
The rain is said to have been the heaviest for 
several years, and it is feared much damage was 
done along all the streams in southeast Missouri 
The rainfall extended over much of southern 
Illinois. Streams in the vicinity of Mount 
Vernon are out of their banks, and crojpn on the 
low lands are greatly damaged.

MADRID, Nor. 22.—Ten thousand people gath-

The reception took place 
in a tent tastefully decorated with the German 
and Spanish colors. When the crown prince 
left the marqv. ee twelve peasant girls approached 
and presented him with baskets of fruits and 
flowers. The prince and receiving party then 
drove to the t^wn. Troops lined the route.

Dhe country now for miles is one raging sea of 
fire. If the expedition fired the grass purposely 
before getting in it they acted wisely. If done 
>y accident after entering it or it was sat on fire 
>y the Indians, not one of the expedition will 
ever live to tell the tale.

The Proteus inquiry. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—Commander Frank 


Wildes, commanding the Yantic, appeared be- 
:ore the Proteus con it of inquiry and previous 
to taking the oath asked whether he appeared to 
testify to the acts of others or to h&ve his con- 
duct asj commander enquired into. The room 


g cleared while the subject was considered. 


After a short conference Commander Wildes 
waa informed that he was^summoned as a wit- 
ness ana would have the privilege to refuse to 
answer any questions tending to criminate him- 
self. He was then sworn and said upon learning 
the disaster to the Proteus it occurred to him to 
:and stores for the Proteus or Greeley party. 
He refused to give the court his views on the 
subject. The witness said aside from wooden 
sheeting the Yantic was equipped for a polar 
voyage the Base as she would have been for a 
trip to the West Indies. The failure of the ex- 
pedition, the witness thought, waa due to the 
following causes: Insufficient and scanty means 
employed; manning the Proteus with an ineffi- 
cient captain and crew of "beach-combers" and 
"longshoremen," and the neglect of those by 
whose orders the expedition was fitted out to ac- 
quaint themselves with the business in hand he- 
tore dispatching vessels north. His trip had 
been cruising in Indian waters and he only re- 
ceived orders to go north three days before 
sailing.

A Good Scheme.

issue of the St. Paul Pioneer Frees a story pur- 
porting to be the true account of the early love

lator in human weakness. He had indulged in 
the hope that a carnage would be in waiting 
to convey the party to a hotel, but he was

Tie well came in 
good for about 3,000 ban els a day, and 
half of ,t co^ldnt be taken care of but ran 
down the mek> a regular flood Oil was 
oil then, and was worth $13 a barrel. Pitts- 
burg was the only market, and we had onlv 
oneway to jet oil there, i.nd that was by 
running ,t if barges down the Allegheny 
river from Oil City. Of cou rse it was neces- 
sary to have freshets to transport it in this 
Wan'«.Tnewflter that Hejdrick struck his 
well the river was frozen over, but he was 
bound to get some oil to Pitisburg.
